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~ WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Representatives of Nevada 
Hard at Work. 


No Danger of Her Interests Beirg 
Neglected— Friends of Silver 
All at Their .Posts. 


‘Wasuineton, Dec. 27, 1889. 

Epiror Gazetre: The present hol- 
iday recess perhaps affords as good an 
opportunity as may be desired to give 
earnest of my intention to send you an 
occasional communication, and the 
matters hurriedly thrown together 
herein are written in the hope that 
they are of sufficient interest to your 
readers as to merit publication in the 
GAZETTE. 

Both Houses of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress are now fully organized. When 
they meet after the holidays all the 
wheels of legislation will be ready to 
set in motion. The promptness with 
which Speaker Reed made up the 
committees of the House is much 
commended. » So far.as the casual ob- 
server can discover they are organized 


upon a basis of at least fairness to the 


West, which is contrary to the expec- 
tations of the Western men. This is 
especially noteworthy in the personnel 
of the Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures. 

One of the greatest fears of Speaker 
Reed entertained by them has been 
that he was so devoted to the mono- 
metallic idea that tbe Coinage Com- 
mittee would be selected with an eye 
wholly unfriendly to silver. It is im- 
possible at this time to precisely deter- 
mine what the attitude of the commit- 
tee will be, but it is obvious that the 


silver interest has a much stronger: 


and more aggressive representation 
upon it now than it ever had before. 
For example, there is Bland of Mis- 
sourt, the leader of the Democratic 
uinority of the committee ; and Carter 
of Montana, who, representing a con- 
stituency most pronounced in favor of 
silver, Will, it is fair to assume, be 
satisfied with nothing short of its 
complete remonetization. 

Perhaps, however, the strongest and 
most aggressive silver man upon that 
committee is Bartine of our own State. 
Ever since his arrival in Washington 
he has been outspoken at all times 
and in all places | 

IN FAVOR OF REMONETIZATION 


In the most absolute sense. He has 
studied the question closely, and is 
prepared to take a leading part in the 
contest. Mr. Bartine was most stren- 
uously opposed to Reed for the Speak- 


ership btcause of the latter’s supposed 
hostility to:silver, and did everything 
that lay in his power in a proper way 
to consolidate the entire Pacific Coast 
delegation in the House in favor of 
some Western man friendly to that 
vital interest of his State. 

Reed knew this, and, under the cir- 
cumstances, the placing of Bartine 
upon this particular committee must 
be regarded as a great concession to 
the demands of the silver champions. 
The members of the committee are 
now scattered for the holidays; but it 
is expected that they will yet together 
and organize immediately after the re- 
assembling of Congress, and that active 
steps will be taken fur the formulation 
of some bill looking to the settlement 
of this great question. 

Numerous bills have been fatro- 
duced in both the Senate and House 
on this subject. Senator Stewart’s 
measure will probably receive the 
most consideration. And, by the way, 
there appears to ‘some misappre- 
hension in Nevada about this bill. It 
provides that any person may take 
either gold or silver bullion to the 
Mint and receive either coin or coin 
certificates therefor at the ratio be- 
tween these metals as now established 
by law. Some argue that it is no bet- 
ter than Windom’s plan, and others, 
in defending it, claim that it is nearly 
as goo? as free coinage. Neither side 
appears to have carefully examined 
the bill. Free coinage without perma- 
nent provision for a bullion fund 
would not answer the purpose. It 
would in-that case be easy, if the 
Treasury Department were go disposed, 
to limit the amount of coinage to any 
extent. In former years bullion de- 
positors. were sometimes delayed for 
months before they could get their 
coin, and were frequently compelled to 
sell their bullion to bankers or brokers 
at a large discount because of these 
delays. To remedy this a bullion fund 
was sometimes provided, but when 
that became deficient, as it generally 
did, the same trouble would occur. 
As this fand depended upon avnual 
appropriations, it was sometimes never 
provided for, and under present cir- 
cumstances it would

case of free coinage, unless some per- 


manent provision is made for the bull-

Intimately connected with this qnes- 
tion is that of the importation of lead 
ores from Mexico. Under the rulings 
of the Treasury Department, all such 
ores, the silver in which is of greater 
value than the lead, are classified as 
silver ores and cross the border with- 
out the payment of any duty. During 
the year 1888 it is estimated that more 
than 30,00 tons of metallic lead in these 
ores was thus imported, coming into 
direct competition with the great lead 
producing regions of the West. The 
effect upon silver-lead mining in Ne- 
vada, Montana, Colorado, Utah and 
Idaho has been disastrous in the ex- 
treme. To obtain immediate relief

INTRODUCED HIS RESOLUTION 

On the 20th inst. Last (Thursday) 
evening the Committee on Ways and 
Means, to which the resulution was re- 
ferred, held a session devoted espec- 
ially to this. subject. Carter of Mon- 
tana, Townsend of Colorado and Bar- 
Mr. Carter repre- 
sented the ore producers at the hearing 
before Secretaries Windom and Tiche- 
nor last May, and is familiar with the 
question in all it- details. His argu- 
ment before the Committee was very 
fine, comprehensive and unanswerable. 
Mr. Townsend ably secooded hii, and 
Mr. Bartine closed the discussion. 
Ile went less into details than. the 
‘uthers, his argument being a general 
rounding up.and grouping of the salient 
facts of the case. He referred to the 
absurdity of the ruling, giving many 
pointed illustrations thereof, and stated 
that he had every reason to believe 
that President Harrison was in sym- 

athy with us, but that he ‘elt bound 
“ the rulings of the preceding ad- 
ministrations. He strongly urged the 
Committee to report his resolution 
favorably, upon the ground that if we 
are suffering a wrong, the speedier the 
relief the greater the propriety. He 
cited precedents for its. adoption and 
showed that it would give immediate 
relief, and that future contingencjes 
could be provided for in the general 
revision of the tariff. He made a most 
favorable impression. The intimations 
dropped by members of the Committee 
were entirely in accord with the West- 
ern view, and it is earnestly hoped 
by all that immediately after the re- 
assembling of Congress the Committee 
will report the resolution back to the 
House with the recommendation that 
it do pass. -Major McKinley, the 
Chairman, stated in so many. words 
while Mr. Bartine was speaking, that 
the resolution would be brought before 
the Committee at an early day, and 
some of the members are reported as 
having expressed themselves strongly 
in its favor. 

Senator Stewart was also before the 
Committee this morning and urged 
prompt and effectual action. He was 
asked by McKinley todraft a provision 
to cover the case (which he will-do) 
for consideration in connection witu 
the tariff bill which the Committee is 
expected to lay before the House next 
February. 

_A great deal of time is devoted by 
Senator Stewart each day among the 
Departments in relation to numerous 
matters 

OF INTEREST TO NEVADA. 

When interviewing him last evening 
he said it was impossible to recall all 
the things he had thus far accom- 
plished, but the following are those 
which at the moment came to mind: 


The amount remaining of the money 
appropriated for the construction of the 
Government building at Carson being 
insufficient to complete the approaches 
to it, he has induced the Supervising 
Architect to recommend an additional 
appropriation for this work. He will 
estimate what it wilt cost, and it is 
expected that the money will be pro- 
vided for in the first deficiency bill 
which passes. 

At the Senator’s request the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs wiil recom- 
mend an appropriation of $25,000 for 
conducting the Indian School at Carson 
City, to ran from the beginning of the 
nect fiscal year, at which time it is 
hoped the building will be compl -ted. 

The Senator has discussed the mat- 
ter of the so-called timber suits in Ne- 
vada with the Secretary of the Interior. 
He furnished him with a copy of Judge 
Sabin’s recent decision in the action 
against the Richmond Mining Com- 
pany, and requested that the remain- 


‘ing suits be dismissed. The Secretary 


has the subject under consideration. 
H# intimated that he would probably 
comply with the Senator’s request.

ing. In announcing the death of Mr, May- 
apple, one of our citizens, I wrote that he 
‘died at his residence on Wednesday.’ To 
my awful dismay it appeared in the paper 
that Mr. Mayapple ‘did eat his residence on 
Wednesday.’ As soonas I discovered the 
fearful error I grabbed my hat and coat 
with the intention of leaving. town fora 
few months, but before I could get out 
of the office the widow, tearful and tempest- 
uous, Came in upon me with a copy of the 
paper in her hand. She sat down on an up- 
holstered nail-keg, and, although a good 
deal out of breath, said, with much asperity: 

“ ‘See here, what in thunder do you mean 
by printin’ in your paper that my husband eat 
his residence on Wednesday? You knowed 
you was utterin’ a willful, malicious state- 
ment when you penned that audacious lie.

I 
explained to her at length how editors were 
annoyed by typograpical errors, and how 
im possible it was to-keep them from creep- 
ing into the paper, even as little boys creep 
under the circus tent. She was angry and 
ugly, and I had to write the two sentences 
together and show her that the simple 
change of place of one letter had made the 
whole dreadfulerror. I wrote the sentence 
out for her thus:

“In this way I was able to show her that 
by the letter ‘e’ slipping out of the word

word, ‘at,’ the trouble had been done. She 
was satisfied at last that the statement 
had not been made intentionally, but in- 
sisted on acorrection. I thought a correc- 
tion would only serve to attract public at- 
tention to the distressing matter, but she 
was firm and declared she would havea 
correction or blood would flow.

- Isaw that a correction it had to be, and 
in the néxt issue of the Parker’s Landing 
Battle-Axe I said, in effect, that in justice 
to the family of the late Mr. Mayapple, and 
especially to his charming but bereaved 
widow, we wisted to correct a misstate- 


-ment which appeared in our last issue. It 


was therein stated, we went on to say, that 
the late Mr. Mayapple ‘did eat his resi- 
dence on Wednesday.’

WORKING-MEN ABROAD. 


What @ Day's Work in the Countries of 
Europe Consists Of. 

‘A return just issued in pursuance pt 
an address from the House of Commons 
throws considerabie light on the ques- 
tion of working hours in Europe, es 
the St. James’ Gazette. 

In France the hours of adult labor are 
regulated by a series of decrees, of 
which the earliest, promulgated Sep- 
tember, 1848, enacts. that the working- 
man’s day in manufactories and mills 
shall not exceed twelve hours of ‘‘ef- 
fective’ or actual labor’ A decree is- 
sued in Mey, 1851, made exceptions, 80 
that more hours might be worked in cér- 
tain trades. Practically, the legal time 
is made to exclude rest. This makes the 
working day so much the longer Thus, 
one of the French inspectors states that 
the hours of attendance in factories 
under the act of 1848 are from five in 
the morning until seven in the evening, 
or a total of fourteen hours, out of. 
which there are twelve hours of ‘‘effect- 
ive labor.” But the same authority also 
states that ‘‘effective” time often ex- 
tends to thirteen and fourteen hours in 
many weaving establishments. Finally, 
we are told that, ‘‘asarule,” it may 
be taken that Frenchmen employed in 
factories are present in the shops at 
least fourteen hours Onn of every twenty- 
four nh 3 
Among the pibioten having no laws 
affecting the hours of adult labor Ger- 
many is conspicuous. Employers, how- 
ever, can not forse their servants to 
work on Sundays and feastdays. Em- 
ployment of youthful.or female labor in 
certain kinds of factories, which is at- 
tended with special danger to health or 
morals, is forbidden or made condi- 
tional on certain regulations, by which 
night. labor for female workpeople is 
especially forbidden. In Germany, as 
in other countries also, women may not 
be employed in factories for a certain 
time after childbirth. In Hesse-Darm- 
stadt the medium duration of labor is 
from ten to twelve hours; the cases in 
which the latter time is exceeded be- 
ing, however, more frequent than those 
in which the former is not exceeded. 
The normal work day throughout Sax- 
ony in all the principal branches of indus- 
try is from six a. m. toseven p. m., with 
half an hour for breakfast, an hour fer 
dinner and half an hour for supper. In 
the manufacturing industry there are 
departures from these hours, the period 
of work in spinning and weaving mills 
not infrequently being twelve. : 

In Austria the law provides that the 
duration of work for factory hands shall 
not exceed eleven hours out of the 
twenty-four, ‘‘exclusive” of the periods 
of rest. These are not to be less in the 
aggregate than an hour anda half. The 
rule can be modified by the Minister of 
Commerce, in connection with the Min- 
ister of the Interior, allowing longer 
hours. The hours have been so extended 
to twelve hours in certain industries, 
such as spinning mills, and even to 
thirteen in silk manufactories. Sunday 
restis enfarced. In Hungary. there is 
no limit laid down by law, but the hours 
are. not generally longer than in Austria.
